SANTA BARBARA. Calif — Wildfires 
ignited by arson and accident crackled across 
Southern California on Thursday afler rav- 
aging 500 homes and other buildings in San- 
ta Barbara County and 80 homes elsewhere 
in the region. 

A U.S. Forest Service firefighting heli- 
copter crashed in San Marcos Puss northwest 
of Santa Barbara, and the pilot broke his leg. 
The oviator was token to a hospital, said 
Santa Burfauru County spokesman Bill 
Douros. 

' Thc Nattonul- Wcailicr. Service said a re- 
turn of ^sts that fanned flames Wednesday 
’ , was unlikely. Hot, diy winds had fanned the 
flames, which scorched 14,000 . acres of 
brush in a four-county area north, east and 
south of Los Angeles. 

Fires also burned in Arizona, Colorado, 
Montana, Utah and Texas.

With power from the Minidoka Dam, 
Claw.son — great-grandson of Brigham 
Young — specially ordered pumps brought 
up plenty of water from three, deep 20-inch 
wells to irrigate more than 3,800 acres of 
potatoes, wheat and beans in 1948. 

Clawson had lapped into the huge Snake 
River Plain Aquifer, which today supplies 
—an average, ofjibot** ^ billion gallons of wa- 
ter a day, most (intTor'lnigatiom 

His success quickly changed his neigh-. 
bors’ minds, and local farmers soon were 
-irrigating more, than- .30,000. .acres with 
pumped water. 

One of the most significant postwar 
changes in Idaho agriculture, Clawson's in- 
novation signaled the begmning^of jiuinp 
based irrigation in the Snake R'lver Valley. 

-- His example changed the fucc-of Idaho 
agriculture us pumps opened hundreds of 
thousands of acres of fertile funnlund. 

Water development in Idaho, however, 
predates Clawson by more than 100 years. 

Normally abundant water runs through 
the .southern part of the state bi.sccling a 
desert that gels an average of only about 10

When gold was discovered in the Clear- 
water and Boise rivers expanding popula-

The first diversions of the Snake River it- 
self begun in about 1880 wliOn Monnon 
settlements dammed the Upper Snake Riv- 
er. dug canals, built villages and begun to 
fann. 

About 15 settlements sprang up and their 


irrigation works laced the urea with cooper- 
ative canal systems. 

Before that. the Spaldings had diverted 
the Clearwater in 1836; diversions of the 
Boise River for irrigation began jn 1843; a 
Mormon ..folony at Lemhi div^cd the 
Lemhi in 1855; the settlers of Fnmkiin di- 
verted Maple Creek for irrigation in I860; 
miners diverted the Boise River to water 
crops in 1662; end Bear Lake ' settlers 
dammed Paris Creek for irrigation in 1863.

WASHINGTON - Saying a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling "threatens a century- 
old standard of stale water control,” Ida- 
ho's congressional delegation has intro- ' 
duced legislation aimed ul ensuring* states 
— not the federal govcnimcnt — retain nu- 
‘ihoriiy over slrcomflow decisions. 

"The ability of a state to make the princi- 
pal and critical water allocution and appro- 
priation decisions has been at the heart of 
Idaho law since we were admitted to the 
Union, ’’ the four-member delegation said . 
Thursday in a joint statement. “That princi- 
ple is in jeopardy as a result of the Supreme 
Court’s recent ruling." 

I'hc.court.votcd unanimously last month .. 

in California v. FERC, also known as the 
Rock Creek ca.se. to uphold a 1989 deci- 
sion by the 9lh U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals that the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission hud exclusive power to set 
standards for hydroelectric projects it li- 
censes.

WASHINGTON — A day ofler it upheld

But Idaho legal olTicials say Thursday's 
ruling in the ease of John Harvey Adamson 
has no impact on Idalto’s death penalty 
law. Wednesday’s opinion in another Ari- 
zona ease had the cfTcct of upholding Ida- 
ho's law, said Attorney General Jim Jones. 

By a 4-3 vote, the justices refused to re- 
instate Jhc death sentence of Adamson, 
convicted of murdering newspaper reporter 
Don BoIIcs in 1976. 

The 9lh U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
“prevd6‘usly~had“Struck~dowirT\diiiiison’s" 
death sentence. But the justices Wednesday 
upheld Arizona's death penalty law in a de- 
cision directly conflicting with the 9th Cir- 
cuit ruling'in Adom^usn. ^ , 

In throwing out Adamson’s scrucncc, the 
appeals court struck down a key provision- 
of Arizona’s ‘ death penalty law — one 
■ which was declared valid by the Supreme 
Court on Wednesdoy.

Heat continues to scorch Southwest, West

Scoring heat still gripped parts of the West and South- 
west on Thursday, and tlie usual summertime thunder- 
-storms and-sliowers moistened sections.of tho Soulh, the 
Midwest and the West. 

Phoenix opened shelters for the homeless and Southern 
Californians headed for tlie b4ach Thursday for relief from 
the heat wave that began at the beginning of the week. The 
death toll stood at six in Arizona and California. 

Unusually high tempentures continued in San Diego 
County. Calif. Heat advisories were posted through Friday 
for inland pans of the county. Advisories to agriculcunil in- 
terests were posted into the weekend. 

The temperature in Pueblo, Colo., hit 104 degrees, 
breaking the 103-degree record for the date set in 1888 and 
•iJedin 1963-ahd 1970,' 

Eariy-aflerooon thunderstorms and rain showers extend- 
ed across ports of Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin. Mis.iouri, 
Illinois, Michigan, Indiana. Ohio And Pcnasylvonia. 

Showers and thunderstorms \vctc scatter^ from lire Vir- 
ginia coast througli die South Carolina coast, across north- 
ern Florido and southern Georgia, and along most of the 


Gulf Coast. Scattered showers also fell in pons of Mon- 
larui, the Idaho Panhandle and Washington state.

Adamson, who by 1980 was serv- 
ing a 20-year prison term, said he 
would not testify at a new trial un- 
less the state met additional condi- 
lions — including his release and 
the government’s help in establish- 
ing a new identity. 

Aficr Adamson's refusal to coop- 
erate. state prosecutors filed first-de- 
gree murder charges against him. He 
was tried, convicted and sentenced 
to death. 

The 9lh Circuit court threw out 
Adamson’s death sentence in 1986. 
ruling that he had been subjected to 
“double jeopardy." Tlic Supreme 
Court reversed that ruling and rein- 
stated the death sentence by a 5-4 
vole in 1987; 

The 9th Circuit then considered 
other issues and once again threw 
out his death sentence.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Prcili- 
dent Bush's call for a tax incrcrusc i.s 
rcignitiiig lire partisan, rich-vs-poor 
battle that ripped through Congress 
la,st_ycar oyer the president's demand

House Spcakcr*Thomius Foley de- 
nied Thursday that Democratic lead- 
ers implicitly agreed that Bush will 
will a cut in liic capital gains tax in 
the budget summit in c.xclumge for 
abandonment of his no-new-taxes 
campaign pledge. 

“We are all interested in reaching 
an agreement.. but there wore no pre-- 
conditions and no agreements, ’’ said 
Foley. D-Wash. 

But supporters of the tx\ cut read 
Bush's statement difTcrently, and it 
has rejuvenated the issue which had 
been hovering 'ghost-like ever since 
Democrats barely succeeded in 
blocking u cut last year. 

When the speaker and other 
Democratic . leaders joined Bush 
Tuesday in endorsing a statement 
that a "tax revenue increxse" was 


needed, the next two words were 
'.‘growth incentives.’’ 

In the code of Capitol lUll. that al- 
most always refers to a cut in (he 
^capital gains lax rale which would aft 
feet people who' 'sell ihvesimen'ls. 
such as slocks or a second home, at a 
profit. 

"I think we should use llic current 
budget negotiations as a brand-new 
opportunity to pul forward a pure, 
pro-growth capital gains initiative.''

NASA questions why Hubble’s in trouble 


N^'ASHINGTON (AP) — NASA 
started a formal investigation into 
why the Hubble Space Telescope 
was launched with a fuzzy focus as 
scientists searched on Thursday for 
wtiysTo salvage some research from 
the flawed SI. 5 billion observatory. 

NASA officials said on investiga- 
tion tcfim, led by Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory Director Lew Alien, was 
being organized. 

At the same time, engineers at a 
Coiinecticut company that made the 
ielescopcls mirrors under a S4S0 
mjllion contract were trying to find 
oiii what went wrong during a years- 
long process of grinding and polish- 
ing, 

Jack Rchnbcrg, chief of the space 
science office of the Hughes Dan- 
bury Optical Co., said his company 
was prepared to cooperate fully[ with 
the NASA investigation, but it ap- 
pears that “.something inherently, 
fundamentally was not done right." 

National Acronamigs, and. .Space. 

-Administration oiTicials announced 
Wednesday that either the primary 


mirror or secondary miiror bri Hub- 
ble were not focusing light as they 
were supposed to, giving blurred 
and low-light images to the two 
cameras and three instrumenw on 
the spacccrufi. 

Tlic flaw, officials said, cannot be 
repaired from the ground and the 
space observatory never will be able 
to capture all of. the spectacular 
views of the universe that had been 
expected, although a repair mission 
scheduled for 1993 may restore one 
camera. 

Despite Hubble’s blurry view of 
the universe, officials at the Space 
Telescope Institute in Baltimore 
hope to leant how to make the tele- 
'scope produce usable views' of the 
universe. 

Ray Villord of the Space Tele- 
scope Institute at Johns -Hopkins. 
University said scientists are recov- 
ering from the initial disappointment 
over the permanent focusing flaw 
-ond-now- arc- trying to find ways to 
compensate for it. 

“At first there was a lot of .shock 


about' (he defect,” said ViHaid. 
“Now the wlteels arc turning. Sonic 
of the scicntisl-s are looking for 
clever and creative ways to work 
around the problem and do science.” 

Villard .s;ii d th e insliluie, which 
determiiies the .scietjirfTe studies that 
y-'erc approved for I lubbic, is in the 
process of completely reevaluating 
the 160 research proposals .submit- 
ted by international lc.ims of as- 
ifonomcrs. 

He said it w:us clear that a vvide- 
field camera — the major camera on 
Hubble — is virtually useless with 
the focus distortion of the mirrors. 
Another instrument, called the faint- 
object camera, will be able to do 
.some work, "but the Images will not 
be sharp.” he said. 

Villard said the faint-object cam- 
era vvill he able to lake pictures in 
the ultraviolet .spectrum, a part of 
star light that cannot be seen from 
Earth. 

Two .spectrographic insirumciiLs, 
he .said, "should be able to do a lot 
of science," although in ,nn inferior 


fashion. The spectrographic instru- 
ments arc used to dcicnninc the tem- 
perature. motion and composition of 
stars. Data from these studies arc 
usually expressed ns numbers and 
graphs, and not pictures. 

■ Another insimmcni, the high- 
speed photometer, will he able to 
conduct much of its work, though 
exposures may take longer. The 
photometer is used to measure the 
brightness of stars, search for black 
holes and search for visible puls.irs. 
an object usually detected only by 
radio telescopes. 

A replacement widc-ficld camera 
is now being built at the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory in California and 
plans call for it to be delivered to 
Hubble on a space shuttle ilight in 
1993.

The history of the Bon Marche started many years before the store actually opened. 
Edward Ludwig Nordhoff had his first taste of retailing in 1875 when he left his home in 
Germany at the age of 1 7 and went to Paris. He found work in the Louvre department 
store. In Paris he became aware of a department store on the Left Bank named the Bon 
Marche. It was-established in 1852 and was the first store to arrange related goods by 
departments. 

That was the'beginning of his dream to own a store, to give the same fine service and to 
seil quality goods. In 1 881 . Nordhoff came to America. In 1 888, he married Josephine 
Patricia Brennan. They moved west to Seattle where Edward hoped to find work in the 
retail business. When he could not find a job, they leased a small dne-story frame building 
in Belltown for $25 per month and became early entrepreneurs in Seattle retailing. They 
took their, life savings of just $1 200 to buy merchandise-for the store. In May. 1 890, his life- 
long dream came'true when The Bon Marche-Nordhoff & Co. opened. Mrs. Nordhoff was 
his partner and co-worker. They did everything themselves. They adhered to the philoso- 
phy of The Bon Marche, Paris, "To sell only merchandise of guaranteed quality, to estab- 
lish visible prices’, to permit custorhers who are not satisfied, to exchange their purchase or 
have money refunded”. To this they added an attitude and service that Edward Nordhoffi ' 
had always admired. 

The one hundred year tradition of integrity in providing fine merchandise and service to 
the Northwest is one The Bon Marche strives daily to maintain in all our stores. 


Pennies, introduced at_The_Bon„Marche. 

A financial panic which started on Black Friday in 1893, struck Seattle hard. It was 
during this time when Edward, returning from his first buying trip East, brought sacks 
of pennies to Seattle. Pennies had not. been part of Seattle's economy until Nolrdhoff 
introduced them. All change had been given to the nearest nickel. He advertised 
merchandise with prices such as 19 cents, 29 cents and 49 cents. People walked 
blocks out of their way to take advantage of these savings. Clever marketing such as 
the introduction of pennies, refunding streetcar fare to customers who rode to their 
store in Belltown, and cash-only policy, kept the Nordhoffs solvent during that 
depression. The Bon Marche has keptjthis pioneer spirit of innovation alive with the 
first escalators in Seattle in 1929, and the first shopping cbhter in the nation in 1 950.' 

It was the first with parking around it and a walking mall in the center. Northgate in 
suburban Seattle opened in the spring of 1950 with great fanfare and success.

What you will lose if the U.S. government 
decides to discontinue the one-cent piece 
will amount to hundreds, possibly thou- 
sands. of dollars a year.

In small transactions, pennies account for 
43 percent of ail coins involved, a statistic 
provided by the Washington-based Coin 
Coalition, a penny-hating organization - and 
major supporter of the bill before the Senate 
committee - made up of ^ups representing 
convenience stores, vending-machine com- 
panies and others with either an eye for ad- 
ditional profit or a distaste for the extra 
work it lakes to count out pennies in change. 

Now for the common cents side of this ’ 
dispute: 

The average retail choin’s profit is 2 to 3 
percent, sometimes less for supermarket 
chains. To think that a retailer would "round 
down" a number and clip off some profit is 


ridiculous. 

On a 52-cent item, for example, the aver- 
age profit is less than two cents. A retailer 
rounding the price of that item down would 
lose money on the item. Faced with that, the 
retailer will simply raise the price to 55 
cents - eliminoting any confusion by round- 
ing all prices up to the nickel just above the 
brcnk-cvcn point - and lake a bigger profit. 

If the combination of rounding up and 
price increases averages three cents an item, 
the cost of a 100-item weekly grocciy run - 
not uncommon for a medium-sized family - 
would rise S3 per week. Jhat would omount 
to another SI 50-plus per year. ... 

Maybe pennies arc a hassle. But having 
two to rub together is a whole lot better than 
spending the hard-cumed dollars it would 
take to get rid of them.

TWIN FALLS - The federal Energy De- 
partment released a plan Tuesday to spend 
nearly $2 billion dollars to clean -up at the 
Idaho National Engineering Laboratory. 

The plan includes cleanup activities from 
J'.1982..!hJPPBh,.199S_sjprne_of_wJiicl]t:alrea 
are under way. It represents a commitinent 
by the department to comply wi^ state and 
f^cral environmental regulations. 

The INEL plan describ« how the deport- 
ment’s “Environmental Restoration and 
' Waste Management Five-Year Plnh,” pub- 
'tisbed in August 1989, will be translated 
itflo action at the eastern Idaho site. 

Though the plan is called "site ^ecific” 
for the department’s Idaho Operations Of- 
fice, it does not include the Naval Reactors 
Facility, which is located at INEL. 

The Naval facility, the heart • of the 
Navy’s nuclear propulsion program, is op- 
erated by Westinghouse Electric Corp.’s 
Philadelphia office. 

Last December, INEL officials said 
cleanup at the Naval facility would be cov- 
ered in a separate document. INEL 
- s pokesman Nick Nichols said Thursday he 
dJdn’t know if such a document had been 
completed. 

The plan divides operations into four cat- 
egories.

Court says 3 convictions 
needed for felony DUI 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho^s drunken 
driving laws require three convic- 
tions within five years for the third 
to be considered a felony, the Idaho 
Supreme Court says. 

The court on Thursday threw out 
the felony drunken driving charge 
filed against Bruce Bever in a Blaine 
County case. 

Court records show Bever was 
convicted of drunken driving on 
May 8. 1984, and again on July 10, 
1985. 

Ho was charged with drunken 
driving again on March, 29, 1989, 
and the prosecutor filed it os a 
felony because it' was the third 
drunken driving violation within 
five years. 

But the Supreme Court agreed 
with Bever that the law requires 
three convictions within five years, 
not three violations, for the third to 
be a fclotiy with enhanced penalties. 


The Supreme Court instructed 
. District Judge James Moy to dismiss 
' the charge. 

, In another decision ' announced 
Thursday, the court refused to hear 
on appeal from a magistrate's deci- 
sion dividing property in a divorce 
action.

The court said it was undeter- 
mined if any of the disputed benefits 
remained to be divided, as they 
might have been' spent.

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Unless 
the Idaho Supreme Court invalidates 
the state's new concealed ^capons 
law before t hen, Idaho sherifB plan

Monday^ 

The hew law goes into effect Sun- 
day, but Attorney General Jim Jones 
has asked the Supreme Court to in- 
validate it. He contends it is unen- 
forceable because of its vagueness. 

As of Thursday afternoon, there 
.was no response from the Supreme 
Court. 

Aftct.rcceiving on attorney gener- 
al’s opinion June 12 that the law was 
ur^cbnstilutional, the sheriffs said 


they would not enforce the new law. 

It sets up a system for sheriffs to 
issue permits for conceoled 
weapons, with statewide standards. 
The old law allowed the sheriffs to 
decide who could have a permit. 

Rick Layher, shcrilf of Elmore 
County and vice president of the 
Idaho Sheriffs Association, said: the 
sheriffs changed their position after 
further udvicc from the attoiwy gen- 
eral's oflicc. — V — 

“Of course, we've been, following 
the advice of the chief law-enforce- 
ment ofliccr in the state," Layher 
said. Jones asked Wednesday for a 
decloratoiy judgment from the 


Supreme Court to invalidate the new 
jaw. 

CapL 'Max Gallup of the Bon- 
neville County sheriffs department 
said the attorney general’s office 
told the Sheriffs Association, it ex- 
pected a ruling by Friday afternoon.

But he still managed to 
leave Brazil at his feel. 

On Sunday night in Naples, the magical 
team of the touranmcnl, Cameroon, tries 
once' more to do what everyone says is im- 
possible.

Top U.S. track official says 
TAG drug tests consistent

U.S, track and field's top official said 
'Thursday thartherc'have'bccn no inconsis- 
tencies in American drug enforcement poli- 
cies but suggested there could be some at 
_thc in^maijonal level. 

Ollan^C. 'Cassell, executive' director of 
The Athletics Congress, the U.S. governing 
body for track, defended his group’s drug- 
testing record, and said he cannot account 
for punishment leveled by the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation, the world- 
widc'govcming body. ; - • 

Cassell, also an lAAF vice president, was 
responding to a Los Angeles Times’ article 
on June 12. That story reported that, ac- 
cording to confidential memos Cassell 
wrote, he voided two positive tests for 
banned stimulants found in over-the- 
counter cold medications. 

Earlier this month, the lAAF announced 
the three-month suspension of Nigeria's 
Joseph Taiwo, a two-time Olympic triple 
jumper, who tested positive in n January in- 
door rricef at Portland. Ore., for pscu- 
docphcdrinc, a banned drug found in cold 
medications. 

Two other foreign athletes who tested 
positive for stimulants at U.S. indoor meets 
last winter were not suspended by the 
lAAF.

O'Hara said, 
there's always tomorrow — or next 
year, to be more exact. 

Laurence Kirshbaum, president of 
Warner Books, said the new target 
date will be either May or possibly 
pre-Christmas 1 99 1 . He said the de- 
lay was because the author did ex-', 
tensive research by herself and start- 
ed writing later than had been ex- 
pected. 

Word that the publisher had quiet- 
ly dropped the much anticipated se- 
quel from its fall release schedule — 
and canceled a , pre-release 
promotion party at the American 
Booksellers Association convention 
in Las Vegas last week — started in- 
dustry tongues wagging, There were 
rumors that "Scarlett: The Sequel to 
Margaret Mitchell's Gone With the 
Wind,” needs massive first aid. 

“I don’t ufiderstand when; that 
kind of talk comes from," Kirsh- 
bnum said. "From what I’ve seen, 
which is about 40 or 50 percent, I 
think it’s superb.” 

“It’s funny," Kirshbaum said. 
“Nobody blinks an eye when it takes 
“a'Robert Caro'fiverlO^cars'to'com^ 
plctc a book. For a book to run six 
months late is not uncommon at nil 
in this business." 

Warner Books won the rights to 
publish the sequel at a Mitchell es- 
tate auction in 1988 but the estate 
got to choose the author, romance 
novelist Alexandra Ripley. 

Kirshbaum said Warner has paid 
out "only a small portion" of the $5 
million price tag to date. The bulk of 
the money will be given to the estate 
when a final version is accepted. 
The author will be paid by the es- 
tate. 

Ripley, author of several books 
including "New Orleans Legacy" 
and “Charleston,” wai busy working 
on the book and could not conunent. 

Her agent, Robert Gottlieb, also 
denied the ruptors, saying: “I would 
assume with a project of this magni- 
tude when the delivery date is not 
met, there arc a lot of rumors 
around." 

"This is a herculean pffort," Got- 
tlieb said. .‘^and the author hds to 
bring every skill she has to the table.
